Fewer Numbers 
“Although the lamb industry has 


| been less of a headache to OPA 


than other meats, produetion is not: 
bearing up as wel}, with federal of- 
ficials reporting the third lowest. 
spring crop since 1930 and prospects 
of the smallest sheep population in 
14 years next January 1. - 


With the lamb industry in fewer 
bands than most meats, and, there- 
fore, easier to be kept under OPA 
surveillance, black markets have of- 
fered legitimate packers less compe- 
tition for supplies. Prices have been. 
regulated through controls on the fin- 
ished meat and wool markets. 

With hog prices showing a 159 per 
cent increase in prices since the 
start of the war, and cattle up 76 
lambs have only regis- 
tered a 66 per cent gain. The tight 
feed sftuation, and ratio between 
feed and market price, are reflected 
in the corn-belt’s 15 per cent reduc- 
tion in feeding operations this year.
